T Aſt Night a Meſſenger came Expreſs, from the King, out of 7reland, bririging 
&_, Her Majeſty the. glad Tidings, that that which appeared the moſt difficult - 
0 accompliſh, viz. Thereduction of the Town and Caſtle of Limmerick, confider- 
Ing the ſtrengrh and ſcituation ofthe Place, which renders it almoſt Impregrable, 
ina moſt wonderful manner, as it were by the Providence of the Almighty, to 
ſtoniſh and intimidate rhe French Garriſon, upon approach of His Majeſties Forces, 
ike a Terrour and Diffidence of their own pretended Proweſfs and Valour, in fuch 
I nature, that the Count de Lozun, General of the French Forces, not being willing 
o give the Engliſhthe opportunity of Signalizing their Courage a ſecond time, having 
llready ſufficiently experimented the EiteRts thereof; on the River Boyne ; and there- 
pon, gave Orders for all the French to draw thereout, with what Baggage they could 
ollibly convey, and take their March towards Galloway, carrying with him 3 Pieces 
pf Cannon, ſome Arms and Ammunition, giving out, to dejude the fimple 1riſh 
That he had Exprefs Orders from his Maſter, to take Shipping, to aſliſt rhe reſt © 
he French King's Forces, that were making a deſcent in the Weſtern Parts of England, 
which by 5 German and Walloon Deſerters was broyght to the King, having the day 
TDefore arrived at his Camp, within 8 or 10 Miles of the place: And alfa confirmed 
by many others, with the addition, Thar Collonel Lutterelt, with 3 Companies of 
Iriſh, had taken poſſeſſion thereot ; and tis not to be doubted, bur they will gladly 
xccept of His Majeſties Mercy, and Surrender the ſame, To whieh end, the King 
has Expedited a conſiderable Detachment, with a preremptory Surimons to the Go- 
Fernour, todeliver it up; which, by our next, we ſhall be able to give a more am- 
*TÞple Account of that proceeding, there being above 60 heavy Cannon for Battery, 
Fnd 20 Mortars, drawing before it. Already a great many Triſh flocks in to take His 
WMajeſties Protection ; the reſt are got the other fide rhe Boyne, and icampers away 
Jin great Pertics. And 'tis affirmed,- that Tyrconee] himfelf, hor thinking himlclf fate 
fin Limmerick, is gone after the Monfieurs ; bur Sir Patrick Trant, and ſome other 
Tofthe 1rifb Gang is got theren, thinking to obtain ſome favourable Conditions.
